There are now three blank 
spaces in the Art Gallery, where 
three Ansel Adams photographs 
should be. The three valuable 
photographs were stolen from 
the gallery Wednesday night be- 
tween 7:35 and 7:45. 

At this time there are no sus- 
pects, although several people 
have reported seeing some pos- 
sible suspects. A photography 
student and his girl friend came 
past the gallery at about 7:35 
and said they remembered see- 
ing an elderly woman in the gal- 
lery. Mr. John Dee, Hartnell art 
instructor, who discovered the 
loss, reported he saw an elderly 
man in a black suit in the gal- 
lery prior to the theft. But two 
more probable suspects were re- 
ported by a young woman. She 
said that as she was walking in 
the gallery two men were walk- 
ing out and appeared to be car- 
rying large white panels in their 
arms. She described the shifty 
eyed men to the investigating 
police. One of the men was tall 
and had a beard or mustache 
and the other man had curly 
hair and had an acne ridden 
face. ‘ 

One of the stolen photos was 
“White House Ruin, Cayon De 
Chelly Arizona.” This photo is 
of an Indian ruin on some high 
cliffs. “Detail Devil’s Postpile 
National Monument” was the ti- 


tle of the second photo stolen. 
This photo was a closeup of a 
rock wall. The beautiful “As- 


‘pens, New Mexico” was the third 


photo taken. This photo, which 
also is on the cover of an Ansel 
Adams book, is a scene of some 
aspen trees. 

The Salinas police are investi- 
gating the theft, but any one 
knowing about the crime should 
contact either the Salinas police 
or Mr. Joe Bragdon, Hartnell 
Gallery director. 

Despite the loss the rest of the 
Adams photos will be on display 
until the end of the month.

Open letter concerning Thom 
Diggins’ open letter of 15. 11. 


Richard M. Nixon should not 
be elected president by the Elec- 
toral College; however, since 
Richard M. Nixon has a plurality 
of the popular vote, he should 
become president. The elections 
of 1876, 1880, 1884, 1888, 1892, 
1912, 1916, 1948, 1960 and 
1968 have at least one thing in 
common, the president had less 
than 50 percent of the popular 
vote. The election of 1876 was 
wonderful —- S. Tilden received 
more votes than R. Hayes, but 
R. Hayes was elected president. 

There is a valid protest about 
the Electoral College system be- 
ing undemocratic, In a hypo- 
thetical case, using the votes cast 
in 1964, with only two candi- 
dates, one candidate could re- 
ceive more than 80 percent of 
the popular vote and the other 
candidate, who would receive 
less than 20 percent of the pop- 
ular vote, would become presi- 
dent of the United States. 

If the i¢lectoral College sys- 
tem fails, and in some states 
there is no state law requiring 
the elector to vote for the can- 
didate for whom he was elected 
to vote, the election would. be 
decided in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, where each state has 
one vote, so less than 17 percent 
of the population could tell the 
other 83 percent of the United 
States, by whom the whole coun- 
try would be led. 

Dear Mr. Diggins, anyone can 
point out something that is 
wrong, but an open election 
would only increase the chances 
of a plurality president. 

Perhaps the Weimar Consti- 
tution of Germany 1919-1933 
gives a more democratic form 
of government, for the members 
of both House and the Senate 
were elected in proportion to the 
number of people who voted, 
but how could such a form of 
government come into existence 
in the U.S. when 40 states, rep- 
resenting about 50 percent of 
the population, want to protect 
their rights against the other 10 
states or 50 percent of the pop- 
ulation. In the practical use of 
proportional voter representation,

Transfer talent, along with 
last year and local prep stand- 
outs, gives Hartnell a _ look 
all its own. 

The Panthers, in training since 
the middle of October, © will 
travel to Suesta College in San 
Luis Obispo November 30 to 
play their first official game. So 
far this season Hartnell has run 
roughshod over such teams as 
Foothill and San Mateo as well 
as looking impressive against 
West Valley, all in practice 
scrimmage sessions.

No back got over a hundred 
yards as Rocky Thompson was 
stopped short with 88 yards in 
17 carries. Quarterback Joe 
Balgua seemed to be on target 
but his ends just 
couldn’t come up with the 
needed catches. Joe hit Rex 
Smith for 93 yards in the second 
period, but that was all the scor- 
ing the Panthers were to do. A 
Rocky Thompson missed field 
goal, and four fumbles (one each 
by Echeveria and Thompson, 
and two by Balgua) doomed the 
Panther offense the rest of the 
night. 

The MPC squad did ail of its 
damage in the fourth period. Up 
to that time the Hart defense 
played flawlessly. Linebackers 
Bert Barden and Jeff Maillard, 
as well as Neil Thomsen and 
Benny Guerra, secured the Lobo 
ground attack quite adequately. 
When the Lobos took to the air, 
John Amaral, Mike Martin and 
Chip Campion were there to 
stop the attack. Two. key inter- 
ceptions by Amaral, and one by 
Campion stopped three good 
drives by the Wolves, and Mar- 
tin managed to gury their drives 
with numerous saving tackles. 

Monterey quarterback Ron 
Sakina, as did the Fresno QB 
Rasmussen earlier in the season, 
proved to cause the most dam- 
age of the night. Sakino hit on 
14 of 30 passes for a 48 percent 
completion record and 179 of 
the school’s 289 yards. Early in 
the final period the Lobos got 
their chance. The Peninsula 
team went 79 yards and scored 
on a five-yard run by the quick 
signal caller Sakino. MPC 
missed the extra point and it 
seemed Hartnell was still alive. 

The Panthers controlled the 
ball for most of the fourth quar- 
ter, but a Joe Balgua fumble 
with just two minutes remaining 
gave the Lobos the ball. Sakino 
then hit for 70 yards and four of 
nine passes with the winning 
one coming on a two-yard jump 
pass to end Frank Sollecito who 
dived into the end zone. Their 
two point PAT put it on ice for 
Monterey Feninsula College, 
14-7. 

Rocky Thompson won the 
point race with Clint Dilts of 
Cabrillo and seemed to have 
clinched the rushing totals for 
the league, although all totals 
have not been tallied as yet.
